On  this  shield,  however,  there  are  two  griffins, 
and  not  lions  as  described.  This  makes  it  somewhat 
of  a  puzzle, 

There  seems  to  be  no  authority  for  this  Coat  of 
Arms  except  the  tradition  handed  down  in  the  family 
which  has  an  oil  painting  of  it,  the  work  of  an  English 
artist  some  two  hundred  years  ago.

An  independent  search  by 
another  genalogist  seems  to  verify  the  lines  as 
shown  here.  Those  interested  in  the  complete 
Bosworth  genealogy,  or  in  allied  lines,  are  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  bibliography  on  page  79  —  more 
particularly  to  the  Bosworth  Genealogy .  It  is 
the  hope  of  the  compiler  that  these  records  may 
be  of  interest  and  value  to  all  the  descendants 
of  James  Monroe  Bosworth.

BOSWORTH  FAMILY 

The  history  of  the  Bosworth  family  in 
America  begins  with  Edward  Bosworth,  who, 
with  his  wife  Mary,  sailed  from  Gravesend, 
England,  on  the  ship  Elizabeth  Dorcas ,  in  the 
spring  of  1634.  They  had  with  them  their  sons 
Benjamin  and  Nathaniel,  a  daughter  Mary,  and 
her  husband,  William  Buckland.  The  oldest 
son,  Jonathan,  had  come  to  America  a  year  or 
two  earlier,  and  had  settled  in  Cambridge,  then 
called  “Newe  Towne.” 

The  voyage  was  a  disastrous  one,  sixty 
dying  on  the  passage,  their  bodies  being  thrown 
overboard.  Edward  died  as  the  ship  was  sailing 
into  Boston  harbor.  The  diary  of  Samuel 
Sewall  (Vol.  3,  page  396)  has  the  following: 

.  Edward  Bosworth,  the  Father,  being 
ready  to  dye,  ask’d  to  be  carried  upon  Deck, 
that  he  might  see  Canaan.  When  he  had  seen 
the  Land  he  resigned  his  Soul  and  dyed:  was 
carried  ashoar  and  buried  at  Boston.”

ORIGIN  OF  THE  NAME 

There  are  several  explanations  of  the  origin 
of  the  name  Bosworth.  The  one  that  seems 
most  plausible  is  that  given  by  Isaac  Taylor, 
M.  A.,  Litt.  D.,  Hon.  LL.  D.,  Canon  of  York, 
in  Names  and  their  Histories ,  London,  1898, 
second  edition,  page  72.  “Bosworth,  Leicester¬ 
shire  (Anglo-Saxon  Bosuurth  and  Bosuirth)  de¬ 
notes  a  worth ,  or  ‘small  estate/  on  which  stood  a 
boose  (Anglo-Saxon  bos)y  a  dialect  word  meaning 
a  ‘cow-stair  or  ‘ox-stall’." 

This  is  confirmed  in  Harrison's  Surnames 
of  the  United  Kingdoms ,  Vol.  I,  page  42.  “ Bos¬ 
worth  England  —  belonging  to  Bosworth  (an¬ 
ciently  Bosuurth )  —  the  cattle  enclosure  (Old 
English  or  Anglo-Saxon)  bos ,  a  cattle  stall  plus 
worth ,  an  enclosure. 

There  are  two  parishes  in  England  bearing 
the  name  Bosworth  —  Husbands  Bosworth  and 
Market  Bosworth,  in  the  county  of  Leicester. 

Market  Bosworth  is  a  small  place,  in  whose 
streets  it  is  said,  “A  dog  may  doze  with  perfect 
safety  even  at  the  busiest  time  of  day."  It  is 
here,  however,  that  on  August  22,  1485,  was 
fought  the  battle  of  “Bosworth  Field,"  in  which 
Richard  III,  the  last  of  the  Plantagenets,  lost 
his  crown  and  life,  the  royal  sceptre  passing  to 
the  Tudors.  A  covered  well,  known  as  “King 
Richard’s  Well,"  where  he  drank  just  before  the 
battle,  still  stands. 
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Husbands  Bosworth  is  a  parish  situated  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  County  of  Leicester, 
about  fourteen  miles  from  the  city  of  Leicester, 
while  Market  Bosworth  is  twelve  miles  west  of 
Leicester. 

English  surnames  originated  in  many  ways, 
sometimes,  as  in  the  case  of  Bosworth,  from  the 
place  in  which  the  person  lived.  Thus,  Edward, 
living  in  Bosworth,  became  Edward  Bosworth, 
i.  e.y  Edward  of  Bosworth.  It  is  believed  that 
Edward,  the  original  emigrant,  came  from  one 
of  the  above  described  parishes,  but  there  is  no 
definite  record  of  it.

COAT  OF  ARMS  AND  CREST 

Among  the  descendants  of  Edward  Bos- 
worth  there  have  been  preserved  two  quite 
different  Coats-of-Arms.  One,  which  is  held  by 
a  descendant  of  the  Nathaniel  line,  and  which 
corresponds  to  that  used  by  Sir  John  Bosworth, 
Chamberlain  of  London,  in  the  early  part  of  the 
1 8th  century.  This  is  described:  “Or,  a  lion 
rampant  gules  collared  argent,”  which  means, 
on  a  shield  of  gold  a>red  rampant  lion  wearing 
a  silver  collar.  The  crest  is  a  demi-lion  rampant. 
Motto,  Animus  Valet  (courage  prevails).  See 
Berry's  Enclopaedia  of  Heraldry ,  Vol.  II;  Fair- 
bank's  Crests ,  Vol.  I.  Mrs.  Orrin  L.  Bosworth, 
of  Bristol,  R.  I.,  has  a  painting  of  this  Coat-of- 
Arms. 

Another  Coat-of-Arms,  held  by  descendants 
of  Deacon  Joseph  Bosworth,  of  Halifax,  Mass., 
who  was  of  the  Jonathan  line,  is  quite  different. 
It  is  described,  “He  beareth  argent,  a  fess  be¬ 
tween  two  lions,  rampant,  azure.”  (A  silver 
shield  with  two  blue  lions  rampant.)  Mrs. 
Franklin  A.  Park  of  New  York,  (Jonathan  line) 
has  an  oil  painting  of  this  Coat-of-Arms,  made 
by  an  English  artist  over  two  hundred  years  ago. 
In  this  painting,  however,  there  are  two  griffins 
instead  of  two  lions,  so  the  painting  does  not 
agree  with  the  description.  I  have  not  been 
able  to  find  any  official  authority  for  this 
“Jonathan”  device,  but  it  has  generally  been 
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accepted  that  the  use  of  a  coat-of-arms  by  an 
early  colonist  was  evidence  that  he  had  a  right 
to  use  it.  The  confusion  of  lions  and  griffins 
may  be  through  an  error  of  verbal  description, 
and  thus  handed  down.  It  is  a  fact  that  on 
several  old  Bosworth  documents,  such  as  wills, 
a  seal  with  a  griffin  was  used.

He  was  shot  through  the  body,  the 
bullet  going  through  one  of  his  lungs,  at 
the  battle  of  Chancellorsville,  May  2,  1863, 
and  lay  on  the  field  of  battle  for  a  night 
and  a  day,  but  was  finally  picked  up.  On 
the  first  examination  the  surgeon  passed 
him  as  beyond  cure,  and  on  seeing  him  the 
next  morning  expressed  amazement  that 
he  was  still  alive.  Was  a  Commander  of 
Elias  Howe  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  of  Bridgeport, 
and  was  always  greatly  interested  in  public 
affairs,  being  an  enthusiastic  member  of 
the  Republican  party.  On  Battle  Flag  Day, 
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September  17 ,  1879,  when  the  flags  of  all 
the  Connecticut  regiments  were  deposited 
in  the  new  State  Capitol,  he  carried  the 
colors  of  his  regiment.  He  died  in  Bridge¬ 
port,  June  22,  1894.  Buried  in  Bridgeport.

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JOHN  HOWLAND 
(first  generation) 

John  Howland1  reached  New  England  on  the 
Mayflower ,  November  21,  1620.  Not  much 
is  known  of  his  life  before  that  date.  The 
Howlands  were  quite  numerous  in  England, 
there  being  several  families  of  that  name,  all 
in  some  way  connected.  On  the  memor¬ 
able  compact  signed  on  the  Mayflower  in 
Cape  Cod  Harbor,  November  21,  1620, 
the  thirteenth  name  is  John  Howland.  At 
this  time  he  was  twenty-eight  years  of  age, 
and  was  a  member  of  Governor  Carver’s 
family.  While  the  Mayflower  was  yet  in 
Cape  Cod  Harbor,  ten  of  her  “principal” 
men  (including  John  Howland)  were  sent 
out  in  a  boat  manned  by  eight  sailors,  to 
select  a  place  to  establish  a  home  for  the 
weary  band  of  pilgrims.  A  storm  drove 
them  into  Plymouth  Harbor,  and  Plymouth 
was  selected  as  the  place  of  settlement. 

John  appears  in  the  colony  records  in 
the  list  of  “freemen,”  and  was  the  third  on 
the  list  of  the  Governor’s  “cowncell”  of 
seven  members.  He  took  a  very  active  part 
in  all  the  public  affairs  of  the  colony.  He 
lived  at  what  was  called  Rocky  Nook.  John 
died  February  23,  1672-3. 

The  house  now  standing  in  Plymouth 
most  closely  associated  with  the  pilgrims. 
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is  what  is  known  as  “The  Carver  House,” 
on  Sandwich  street.  The  original  building 
has  been  altered  at  different  times,  so  it  is 
now  quite  modern  looking.  The  house  was 
erected  by  Jacob  Mitchell  about  1667.  He 
sold  it  to  Jabez2  Howland,  and  it  is  very 
probable  that  John1  was  entertained  fre¬ 
quently  in  this  same  house. 

It  is  not  known  where  John  was  buried, 
but  as  his  immediate  descendants  were 
buried  in  “Burial  Hill,”  it  is  believed  he 
was  buried  there.  Some  of  his  descendants 
erected  a  headstone  there  in  1836.

Elizabeth  was  a  woman  of  great  ability,  and 
proved  a  good  helpmeet  for  John.

Richard  Everett1  came  to  New  England  as 
early  as  1636,  although  there  is  no  definite 
knowledge  of  the  exact  date,  or  from  what 
port  he  sailed.

Matthias  was  one  of  the 
thirteen  persons  who  were  ordered  to  be 
settled  at  Nipmug,  later  called  Mendon,  in 
September,  1663.  After  the  massacre  the 
survivors  returned  to  Braintree,  Weymouth, 
and  other  towns.  The  settlement  at  Men¬ 
don  was  burned  by  the  Indians.  After  the 
war,  about  1680,  when  some  of  the  people 
returned  to  the  ruined  village  of  Mendon, 
complaint  was  made  to  the  General  Court 
because  Matthias  refused  to  return.  He, 
however,  refused  to  do  so.  He  married, 
second,  at  Dedham,  April  11,  1677,  Abigail 
Everett,  born  1647,  daughter  of  Richard 
Everett,  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Cambridge, 
Dedham,  and  Springfield.  She  died  at 
Dedham,  December  27,  1685.  He  married, 
third,  at  Milton,  May  14,  1697,  Mary  Cre- 
hore,  probably  widow  of  Teague  Crehore,  of 
Milton.  Matthias  held  various  town  offices 
and  was  granted  several  tracts  of  land.
